ſuch of cheanas have or ſhall have cauſe, or commandement to appeare in any of His Ma;eſties {aid Courts of Kings-Bench, 
(Common-Pleas, and Exchequor at Weſtminiter may take notice thereof, and give their attendance accordingly without dan- 
er of forfeiture, penalty, or contempt to be incurred towards His Majeſty, or any prejudice to themſelves inthat behalfe. 
And nevertheleſſc His Majeſties pleaſure is, Thar two of His Tuſtices,that is to lay of either Bench one ſhall keep the Eſjo:ues 
of the (raſtino Trini:atis at the uluall crimes and-places, And Writs of Adjournment ſhall be direed tothe ſaid Juſtices reſpe- 
Qtively giving themaurhority ro adjourne part ofthe faid Terme of Trinity, that is to lay, from the ſaid ſecond day of Tue 
uncill the ſaid Returne of 2uindena Trinitatis as before is ſaid. Willing and Commanding all, and every of His Majeſties 
Officers, Miniſters, and Subjects ro whom it doth or ſhall appertaine, co obſerve and keep their Aſſemblies, and Appea- 
rances with all their Returnes and Certificates in His Highneſle ſaid Courts accordingly, and to give their [everall, and re- 
ſpective attendances, and to doerheir reſpeftive Offices, and duties in every bchalfe , as they will anſwer the contrary at 
their perills, Given at His Majeſties Court a Ox#z0rD, the Nintcenth day of May,inthe Ninteenth yeare of His Reigne.
